MOSCOW, Feb. 13.—Guided by light signals and emoke-column beacons from the 
gale-battered ice floe on which four Soviet polar scientists are awaiting rescue, the ice- 
breaker Taimyr dynamited a path towards them today. 


The Taimyrs captain 
reported at 10 minutes to 
one o'clock this morning 
that he intended to send 
his ship right up to the floe 
on which Ivan D. Papanin 
and his three companions 
have been perched for al- 
most nine months, drifting 
1.200 miles to within sight 
of the east coast of Green- 
land. 

Early today the Soviet 
coms Northern Sea R 
of Soviet Arctic explora- 
tion, announced that it 
expected the four explor- 
ers and their dog, “Jolly,” 
to be taken off the ice be- 
fore dawn tomorrow, cli- 
maxing one of the greatest 
feats in the annals of 


science and exploration. 
SIGNAL TO SHIP 


The ship plowed 
through 20 miles of thick- 
packed ice yesterday, the 
Taimyr's skipper flashed 
to Moscow, leaving slightly 
more than 15 miles to the 
camp. He detailed mem- 
bers of the crew to blast a 
path towards the camp 
through the ice-fields. 

The engines of the 
Taimyr were working 
“faultlessly,” he reported. 

Last night Ernest 
Krenkel, radio operator 
on the drifting North Pole 
station, conversed with 
the Taimyr by radio and 
light signals. 

A clear Arctic night, 


with a bright moon illumi - 


nating the dark stretches 
of sea and the jagged, 
white patches of ice, facili- 
tated the direct communi- 
cation. 

CONTACT KEPT UP 


After the initial light 
messages were confirmed 
by radio, the rest of the 
exchange of reports be- 
tween the explorers and 
their rescuers went on by 
means of the Taimyr's 
powerful searchlight and 
dot · a nd-dash magnesium 
flare signals. a 

Krenkel informed the 
Taimyr that if planes 
could take off, they would 
be able to prepare an ade- 
quate landing field within 
four hours. 

The last position re- 
ported by Papanin was 
71:37 North Latitude and 
20:10 West Longitude. At 
11 P.M. last night, the 
Taimyr reported its posi- 
tion as 71:30 N. Latitude

C. T. M. Congress Invites World's Trade Union 
Heads as Delegates; to Discuss People’s Front, 
Trade Union Actions; Miners Expected to Join

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 13—John L. Lewis, head of 
the C.1.0., Leon Jouhaux, General Secretary of the 
French C.G.T., trade union leaders from Spain and Latin- 
American countries and leaders of the Amsterdam Trade 
Union International have been invited to take part as 
fraternal delegates in the First National Congress of the 
Mexican Confederation of Workers (C.T.M.) to be held 
here in the capital from Feb, 21 to Feb. 25. | 

More than 4,000 regular delegates, representing 
8,594 groups of trade unions, peasants’ and professional 
organizations, according to C. T. M. statistics, will partici- 
pate in this congress. They will concern themselves not 
only with trade union problems but will discuss also the 
questions of the Popular Front in Mexico as well as 
problems of international character. 

The election of a new National Executive Committee 
will perhaps be the most important business, for much 
depends in Mexico on who is at the head of this most 
powerful organization that comprises about 85 per cent 
of Mexico’s workers and numerous peasant organiza- 
tions. . a

Far from being the “foreign entangle- 
ments” which the Hearsts charge, the sys- 
tem of collective security is the most potent 
enemy of the secret “entanglements” which 
make for war. As proposed by Litvinov, and 
as supported by the delegates of Spain, 
China, and the smallr nations, collective se- 
curity demands the open, concerted, econom- 
ic and political action of the nations to pre- 
serve peace, and such a system of action is 
at all times open to every country which de- 
sires to join it.

Furriers Joint Council 
Answers the Lockout Bluff 


„ “Lockout” has been the answer of the 
Associated Fur Coat and Trimming Manu- 
facturers, Inc., to the just demands present- 
ed by the Furriers Joint Council for a 30- 
hour week, a 25 per cent wage increase, job 
security and employment for elderly workers. 

To hide the fact that they seek to lower 
the present inadequate standards, the bosses 
have termed the demands “oppressive.” 
These same employers, who for years have 
had satisfactory contractual relations with 
the present officers of the union, now claim 
that “Communist leadership” has made con- 
ditions in the industry “chaotic.” 

The employers’ maneuver is aimed at pro- 
ducing real chaos and the Furriers Joint 
Council and its leadership are to be congratu- 
lated for ‘not ng for the bait. 

The jon has ordered a lockout 
now, when the overwhelming majority of the 
industry is at a standstill and only a fraction 
of the 15,000 furriers are employed, in an at- 
tempt to provoke the union into a premature 
general strike.

IN REVIEWING the life of the immortal Lincoln, we, 
feel that perhaps not enough has been said of the 


vicious fight against him, and the cause of human free 
dom he symbolized. .

Few recall the fact that the infamous filibuster of 
1938 had its counterpart in Congress in 1836, when the 
enemies of ‘Abolition, both North and South, like the Republicans and. 
Southern Democrats of today, united to pass a resolution which read: 
“That all petitions relating in any way to the subject. of slavery- 
or the abolition of slavery, shall, without being either printed or re- 
ferred to a committee, be laid upon the table, and that no further 
action shall be had thereon.” Mahe 
Against such “gag resolution,” as it was called, even John Quincy 
Adams, who previously opposed abolition, declared: “I hold the resolu- 
tion to. be a direct violation of the Constitution of the United States, 
of the rules of this House, and of the rights of my constituents.” 
Then came the atrocious Dred 


But Bancroft, in his Memorial in Congress, said also: “The best 
anchor of peace was the British working class, who suffered most from 
our civil war, but who, while they broke their diminished tread in 
sorrow, always encouraged us to persevere.”

“It was the condition of affairs in Mexico that involved the 
Pope of Rome in our difficulties so far that he alone among sov- 
ereigns recognized the Chief of the Confederate States as a President, 
and his supporters as a people; and in letters to two great prelates 
of the Catholic Church in the United States, gaye counsels for peace 
at a time when peace meant the victory of secesson.“ 

But the common people supported Lincoln—even guided and im- 
pelled him. Says Bancroft: “The President was led along by the 
greatness of their self-sacrificing example; and like a child he clung. 
fast to the hand of the people.” For Lincoln,.honest and timid, at 
first had wavered, and in his Cooper Union speech answered as a 
lawyer the charge of abolition by force, declaring that there was “no 
Proof” that his party “had anything to do with” John Brown's raid 
at Harper's Ferry.

That Tammany Hall, traitor to the nation and enemy of 
Lincoln, incited the riots in New York in July, 1868. 
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Scott Decision of Chief Justice
